Funeral services for Lloyd (Red) Murrie, 
70, of Antioch, former Antioch Township 
supervisor and Lake County Board member, 
are tentatively set for 1 p.m., Thursday, Oct. 
23, at the Strang Funeral Home, Antioch. 

Mr. Murrie died Oct. 21 at Victory 
Memorial Hospital, Waukegan. He had been 
Jhospjtalized since Oct 17. 

He was born in Lake Villa and moved to 
Antioch in 1918. He served as Antioch Town- 
ship supervisor .and member oLthe, Lake 
County-Board for 24 yearsrHe-waschairman- 
of the Lake County Board for^two years 
during which time he also served as Lake 
County liquor commissioner. For many 
yearif he was the dean of the Lake County 
Board. He was a long-time member of the 
Lake County Board Finance Committee and 
its frequent chairman. 

Mr. Murrie was a pioneer member of the 
Antioch Rescue Squad and was also a mem- 
ber of Sequoit Masonic Lodge in Antioch. He 
owned and operated Murrie's Standard Ser- 
vice Station in Antioch for many years. He 
was selected Antioch VIP sponsored by St. 
Peter Church, Antioch. 

Survivors are his widow, Louise (nee 
Simons) ; one son, Michael of Chicago; one 
daughter, Mrs. Marilyn Slater of Antioch; 
and two grandsons. He was preceded in 
death by one brother. John*
